At one time, the Opposition had high hopes 
of carrying Virginia ; hut, as the returns slowly 
come in from the remote counties, it is found that 
the people have voted, as u sual, for the candidates | 
of the Sham Democracy.

The court was appealed to, to determine her 
status, aud pronounce her free. There was a 
mistrial, however, and the venue was changed 
to New Orleans. 

On the trial of the cause in this court, the 
chief evidence for the plaintiff was the expert 
testimony of scientific gentlemen fo regard to 
the absence of any physical evidence that the 
plaintiff was of African descent. And for the 
defendant, the chief reliance was placed on 
the bill of sale from Haliburton, and held by 
White. The skirmishing between counsel on 
the admission and rejection of evidence was 
spirited and frequent, and any amount of ex¬ 
ceptions were promised by defendant’s coun¬ 
sel to the ruling of the equrt—one of the gen¬ 
tlemen remarking, sotto voce, that if they offered 
the Bible, it would he ruled out,

Col. Fremont 
alleges that the men were in his employ; but 
about last December rebelled, and refused to 
account to him or recognise his rights. 

The men who are sued say that Fremont 
owed them about $10,000 for work on the vein, 
and that an agreement was made between 
themselves and him, by which Fremont agreed 
that they should hold the vein and work it until 
he paid them the amount due them, or until 
they made enough out of the vein to pay them¬ 
selves. Colonel Fremont recently has sued 
John Vandewater et al. for five thousand dol¬ 
lars. The facts appear to be these: In March, 
1857, Colonel Fremont brought suit against the 
Merced Company and Clark & Vandewater for 
forcible entry and detainer, the property forci¬ 
bly entered and detained being the Bear Valley 
quartz veins. The Merced Mining Company, 
composed of many individuals, some residing 
in San Francisco, could hardly be convicted of 
the offence,, but Clark & Vandewater, individu¬ 
als managing the affairs of said company in 
this country, were convicted. They (Clark & 
Vandewater) appealed, the Merced Mining Com¬ 
pany and others going upon their bonds. Upon a 
second trial, Colonel Fremont again gained the 
suit, and now the parties appearing as bonds¬ 
men upon the appeal are prosecuted for dam¬ 
ages .—Mariposa Gazette.

Gov. Gumming Sustained by the Presi¬ 
dent.— The Attorney General of the United 
States (under the instruction of the President) 
has addressed an important letter to the judges 
of Utah, in relation to the recent conflict of au¬ 
thority betwren the -civil and military powers 
in that Territory. The origin of the trouble is 
stated in the letter of the Attorney General, as 
follows: 

“It seems that, on the 6th of March last, 
Judge Ci’adlebaugh announced to the com¬ 
manding dfficer of the military forces, that on 
the 8th day of the same month he would begin 
a term of the District Court at Provo, and.re.- 
quired a military guard for certain prisoners, 
to the number ol six or eight, who were then 
in custody, aud would he triable at Provo. The 
requisition mentions it as a probable fact that 
‘a large bafid of organized thieves’ would he- 
arrested, but the troops were asked for without 
reference to them. Promptly responding to 
this call, the commanding general sent up a 
Company of infantry, who encamped at the- 
court-house, and soon afterwards ten more 
companies made their appearance in sight, and 
remained there during the whole term of the 
court. In the mean time, the Go vernor of the 
Territory, hearing of this military demonstra¬ 
tion upon a town previously supposed to be al¬ 
together peaceful, appeared on the ground, 
made inquiries, and seeing no necessity for the 
troops, but believing, on the contrary, that then- 
presence was calculated to do harm, he request¬ 
ed them to he removed. The request was 
wholly disregarded;” 

The letter goes on to say that the Governor 
is the supreme Executive of the Territory, 
alone responsible far the public peace, and the 
only person possessing the power to issue a 
requisition for the movement of the troops from 
one part of the Territory to another. The dif¬ 
ference between a requisition and a summons 
is next pointed out, and the letter then con¬ 
tinues : 

“ Besides, the matter upon which Judge 
Cradlebaugh’s requisition bases itself was one 
with which the judge had no sort of official 
connection. It was the duty of the marshal to 
see that the prisoners were safely kept, and 
forthcoming at the proper time. For aught 
that appears, the marshal wanted no troops to 
aid him, and had no desire to see himself and 
civil posse displaced by a regiment of soldiers. 
He made no complaint of weakness, and utter¬ 
ed no call for assistance. Under such circum¬ 
stances, it was a mistake of the judge to inter¬ 
fere with the business at all. * * *

Reception of the Hon. William B. Reed. 
The reception of the Hon. William B. Reed, 
our late Minister to China, took place in Phila- 
dephila, on Tuesday evening, in the rooms of 
the Board of Trade, on Chestnut street. The 
rooms were thronged by a large number of the 
most influential citizens, who, without distinc¬ 
tion of party, assembled to honor the returned 
diplomatist. Mr. Reed was warmly congratu¬ 
lated by a number of his personal friends, and 
made a long and’ deeply-interesting address to 
the assembled audience. The Press says: 

I He ably defended the course of our Gov¬ 
ernment in refusing to Unite with France and 
England in waging war upon China. Through¬ 
out his whole diplomatic career in that country, 
he cordially co-operated with the Russian 
Minister, and although at times he was unable 
to act in harmony with the French and Eng¬ 
lish Ministers, yet no positive ill-feeling was en¬ 
gendered. 

“ Mr. Reed considers the residence of for¬ 
eign Ministers at Peking undesirable, and 
claims that the treaty he formed will be found 
highly advantageous to Americau interests. 
He spoke in high terms of the beneficial influ¬ 
ence exercised by the Protestant and Catholic- 
missionaries, and rejoiced that bis treaty con¬ 
tained important provisions for their protection 

“ Mr. Reed, in the course of his speech, re¬ 
ferred to the attacks made upon him by the 
London Times, and proved that they had no 
foundation to rest upon. 

“At the conclusion of the address, Rev. Dr.
